Thirty-five  years  ago  when  a  theater 
troupe  known  as  The  Hornblowers  needed  a 
place  to  showcase  their  talent,  they  worked 
together  to  open  what  is  now  the  Marion  Art 
Center. 

With  help  from  area  residents,  the  group 
took  over  the  former  Universalist  Church  built 
in  1830  and  restored  and  converted  the  building 
to  suit  their  theatrical  needs. 

Today  the  thriving  center  located  at  the 
corner  of  Pleasant  and  Main  Streets  is  not  only 
home  to  area  thespians,  but  also  hosts  painting 
classes,  a  summer  art  camp  for  children  ages  5  - 
9,  and  a  revolving  schedule  of  fascinating  art 
exhibits. 

According  to  Executive  Director  Wendy 
Bidstrup,  this  busy  schedule  would  be 
impossible  without  the  ardent  support  of  the 
Renter's  nearly  650  members  and  the  devotion  of 
area  volunteers. 

"We're  lucky  if  we  break  even  most 
times,"  Ms.  Bidstrup  said.  "So  the  memberships 
and  volunteers  are  extremely  important  to  our 
survival." 

Indeed  the  tax  deductible  annual 
membership  fee  —  ranging  from  a  basic 
membership  of  $25  to  a  corporate  patron  of  $300 
—  is  a  small  price  to  pay  for  a  full  menu  of 
theater,  culture  and  art.  And  since  its  inception, 
the  center  has  continued  to  showcase  the  finest 
in  both  local  and  national  talent. 

The  center's  regular  art  collection  boasts 
numerous  works  by  Marion  native  Cecil  Clark 
Davis  who,  although  not  as  famous  as  her 
husband  and  contemporary  Richard  Harding 
Davis,  was  an  elegant  portrait  artist  in  her  own

Assistant  Superintendent  Resigns 

Committee  debates  necessity  of  filling  vacancy

A  joint  meeting  of  the  Old  Rochester 
Regional  (ORR)  District  School  Committee  and 
the  Massachusetts  School  Superintendency 
Union  No.  55  took  place  on  Tuesday,  August  11 
at  7:00  pm  in  the  Mattapoisett  Town  Hall. 

Superintendent  Joan  M.  Walsh 
announced  the  pending  resignation  of  Assistant 
Superintendent  Robert  Hicks,  who  is  expected 
to  accept  a  position  as  Superintendent  in 
Greenwich,  RI. 

Superintendent  Walsh  then  requested 
authorization  to  post  the  vacancy  of  Assistant 
Superintendent. 

The  regional  committee  motioned  and 
seconded  to  authorize  the  posting.  Mr.  Peter 
Hodges  of  the  Superintendency  Union, 
however,  motioned  that  the  request  be  tabled  in 
order  to  "enable  the  convening  group  to 
reexamine  the  staffing  requirements  of  the         a 
superintendent's  office  and  reevaluate  the  job    ™ 
description  of  the  Assistant  Superintendent." 

Claiming  that  it  would  "provide  the 
group  with  an  excellent  opportunity  to  look  at 
the  fiscal  situation  in  light  of  the  heavy 
overrides  that  the  three  towns  have  been  asked 
to  support,"  Mr.  Hodges  urged  his  fellow  board 
members  to  curtail  the  posting  of  the  position. 

Mr.  Hodges'  motion  was  not  seconded. 

Although  Mr.  Hodges  did  not  openly 
admit  he  wished  the  position  abolished,  he  said 
that  with  the  number  of  new  people  on  the 
various  committees,  there  may  be  an 
opportunity  to  see  if  there  is  an  overlapping  of 
responsibilities  and  see  if  some  duties  might  be 
reassigned. 

Both  James  Cain  and  Drew  Jeffrey  of 
Marion  spoke  in  support  of  the  Assistant 
Superintendent  position,  pointing  to  Mr.  Hicks' 
excellent  performance  both  in  grant  writing  and" 
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contract  negotiations,  which  the  group  generally 
seemed  to  support. 

But  Thomas  Wynn  of  Rochester  asked  for 
0m  opportunity  to  wait  on  the  posting  of  the 
position  until  he  had  time  to  fully  examine  the 
duties  and  responsibilities  associated  with  the 
job. 

Mattapoisett's  Andrew  Lynch  also  voiced 
concern  over  the  reaction  of  his  town  voters 
with  regards  to  future  override  requests. 

Mr.  Hodges  also  requested  what  the 
salary  of  the  posted  position  would  be  and  was 
told  by  Superintendent  Walsh  that  it  would  be 
somewhere  in  $55,000  range.  Mr.  Hicks  received 
approximately  $53,000  a  year  as  Assistant 
Superintendent. 

After  nearly  an  hour  of  haggling,  the 
request  made  by  Superintendent  Walsh  was 
finally  approved  unanimously  by  the  District 
School  Committee  and  almost  unanimously 
approved  by  the  Superintendency  Union  with 
sole  opposition  from  Mr.  Hodges.

A  brief  outline  of  the  requirements 
^nvolved  was  reviewed  by  Mr.  Underhill  with 
the  selectmen.  The  additional  paperwork  will  be 
provided  when  ready.  Selectmen  thanked  Mr. 
Underhill  for  his  information. 

The  board  then  noted  correspondence 
received  during  the  week. 

A  request  came  from  Ernie  Cote, 
manager  of  Olde  Ruggles  Inn,  Inc.  to  extend 
business  hours  for  August  5  and  August  7.  It 
was  noted  by  selectmen  that  Mr.  Colin  McGraw 
who  lives  directly  across  the  street  from  the 
store  was  present.  Mr.  McGraw  complained  of 
the  customers  leaving  the  premises  and  making 
enough  noise  to  wake  him  up  and  also  speeding 
off  in  their  vehicles. 

It  was  noted  by  Mr.  McGraw  that  the 
music  on  Wednesday  evenings  is  not  a  cause  for 
Concern,  but  when  the  patrons  are  leaving  the 
premises.  Mr.  McGraw  also  mentioned  the 
alarm  system  continually  going  off  which 
creates  noise  and  wondered  if  something  could 
be  done  about  it.  The  board  stated  they  would 
inform  Mr.  Cote  of  the  complaints  and  ask  him 
to  work  with  his  customers  to  try  to  eliminate 
the  problems. 

A  motion  was  made  by  Mr.  Covas  to 
grant  the  extension  of  hours  for  the  two  days.

Selectmen  cited  an  update  from  the  Fire 
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Chief  of  the  number  of  gallons  remaining  in  the 
tank  on  Dexter  Lane.  The  board  noted  the  same 
should  be  done  periodically  in  the  future  and 
asked  that  the  Fire  Chief  be  asked  if  he  would 
do  so  every  two  months.  The  gasoline  would  be 
ordered  accordingly  per  the  chief's  suggestion. 
The  selectmen  then  reviewed  a  notice  for 
an  upcoming  joint  meeting  with  the  Board  of 
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Selectmen  from  Marion  to  be  held  on  Monday, 
August  24  beginning  at  8:00  pm. 

The  board  reviewed  an  Automatic 
Amusement  Device  License  for  four  machines    m 
located  in  the  lower  level  of  Olde  Ruggles  Inn. 
The  fee  for  said  machines  would  be  pro-rated 
for  six  months.  A  question  arose  as  to  the 
possible  necessity  of  a  public  hearing  on  the 
issue.  It  was  noted  in  the  past  that  a  hearing  had 
not  been  held  when  similar  licenses  had  been 
issued  by  the  board. 

A  question  was  also  posed  as  to  how 
many  more  machines  could  be  located  at  the  site 
in  question.  A  lengthy  discussion  among  the 
selectmen  took  place  regarding  past  licenses  of 
this  type.  A  motion  was  finally  placed  on  the 
floor  by  Chairman  Brown.  Ms.  Roy  seconded 
the  motion.

Chief  Denham  spoke  to  the  board  relative 
to  a  publication  in  the  new  local  paper,  The 
Wanderer  which  noted  an  upcoming  dance  at 
The  Grange  to  be  sponsored  by  the  Rochester 
Police  Department.  Chief  Denham  said  he  called 
the  paper  and  explained  that  the  notation  was 
incorrect  in  that  it  was  not  sponsored  by  the 
Rochester  Police  Department,  but  is  being  done 
by  a  private  sponsor. 

Chief  Denham  commented  that  the  idea 
was  fantastic  and  we  need  more  people  to  do 
this  type  of  thing,  but  he  wanted  the  issue 
cleared  up  about  the  sponsorship.

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a  Corps  of  Engineers  do  work  on  their  property. 
There  is  a  private  road  adjacent  to  the  work 
being  done  owned  by  a  resident  who  asked  that 
Qno  parking  be  allowed  on  this  private  road  due 
to  emergency  situations  arising  at  times  with 
elderly  residents  in  her  home.  Chief  Denham 
will  contact  the  president  of  the  gun  club  and 
get  back  to  the  board  with  the  results. 

There  being  no  further  business  to  attend 
to,  a  motion  was  made  by  Ms.  Roy  to  adjourn. 
The  motion  was  seconded  by  Mr.  Covas  and 
made  unanimous  by  Chairman  Brown.  The 
meeting  adjourned  at  8:11  pm. 

Rochester  Selectmen's  Meeting 
August  10, 1991

printing  a  transcription  of  the  minutes.  Therefore,  you  will  find 

both  last  week's  and  this  week's  meeting  in  this  edition. 

W  The  Rochester  Board  of  Selectmen 

convened  on  Monday  August  10  as  Chairman 
Harry  A.  Brown  Jr.  called  the  meeting  to  order 
at  7:11  pm. 

Present  were  Selectman  L.  Joseph  Covas 
Jr.,  Selectman  Lorraine  R.C.  Roy  and  Chief 
Administrative  Secretary  Shirley  A.  Ferreira. 

The  board  was  introduced  to  Bonnie 
Logan  Tavares,  a  candidate  for  State 
Representative  in  the  district. 

Ms.  Tavares  outlined  her  credentials  as  a 
twelve-year  Rochester  resident  and  her  work  as 
director  of  the  Big  Brother/  Big  Sister 
Organization  of  Greater  New  Bedford. 

She  highlighted  her  experience  in  a 
variety  of  community  service  projects  and  her 
abilities  at  writing  grant  proposals,  which  she 
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feels  could  increase  the  area's  chances  for  state 
and  federal  funding. 

"It's  not  necessarily  something  I  enjoy," 
Ms.  Tavares  said,  "but  it  is  something  I  have 
plenty  of  experience  with." 

Ms.  Tavares  emphasized  that  there  is 
virtually  thousands  of  dollars  unclaimed  each 
year  in  grant  monies.  She  hopes  to  garner  some 
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of  that  for  her  district. 

She  also  stressed  the  need  to  stop  pitting 
senior  citizens  against  the  younger  generation,  a 
habit  which  has  led  to  misconceptions  about 
educational  funding.  Her  main  thrust  is  to  get 
state  officials  in  Boston  to  stop  giving  this  region 
the  short  end  of  the  stick  in  terms  of  priority 
funding. 

"Now  is  the  time  that  Rochester,  Marion, 
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Mattapoisett,  Fairhaven  and  Lakeville  make 
their  voices  heard  and  make  their  concerns 
known  to  the  people  in  Boston,"  she  said.  "We 
also  need  to  make  our  area  appealing  so  that  we  M 
can  attract  businesses  to  our  district.  Now  is  not 
the  time  for  towns  like  Rochester  to  lay  down 
and  die." 

Ms.  Tavares  pledged  her  "full-time 
commitment"  to  the  region  and  offered  to  work 
hand-in-hand  with  each  town's  board  of 
selectmen  to  achieve  their  individual  goals. 

Chairman  Brown  went  on  to  read 
correspondence  received  during  the  week. 

The  first  was  a  request  for  clarification  of 
filing  from  Kevin  W.  Forgue  of  GAF 
Engineering  Inc.  regarding  construction  of  a 
pond  to  provide  water  to  farm  animals  on  Ms. 
Judith  Vandal's  property.  Although  Chairman 
Brown  said  there  is  no  requirement  for  a  special 
permit  in  this  case,  both  Mr.  Covas  and  Ms.  Roy 
agreed  that  a  public  hearing  should  be  gk 

scheduled  to  notify  abutters  of  the  work  to  be       ™ 
done. 

The  board  unanimously  voted  to 
schedule  a  public  hearing  on  the  matter  for 
August  31. 

Correspondence  was  received  from  the 
Conservation  Commission  regarding  recent 
actions  taken  involving  a  certificate  of 
compliance  for  William  Garvey  on  Clapp  Road, 
an  order  of  conditions  for  A.D.  Makepeace  Co. 
on  High  Street,  and  an  extension  permit  for 
Robert  E.  Demers  of  14  Bishop  Road. 

A  letter  was  addressed  to  the  board  from 
the  Plymouth  County  Retirement  Association 
regarding  stipulations  for  Early  Retirement 
Incentive. 

The  Town  of  Westport  sent  a  letter  to  the    ^ 
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regarding  the  commonwealth's  reimbursement 
for  state-owned  land  in  different  communities. 
Both  Mr.  Covas  and  Chairman  Brown  agreed  to 

Aable  the  matter  until  next  week  pending  further 
information. 

Selectmen  cited  a  letter  from  the  U.S. 
Environmental  Protection  Agency  (EPA) 
concerning  a  "violation  of  the  federal  Clean 
Water  Act"  which  "may  have  occurred"  on 
property  located  off  of  Dexter  Lane. 

The  property  in  question,  known  as  Tri- 
Cran,  Inc.,  is  presently  under  the  Court- 
appointed  trust  of  Harold  W.  Potter  Jr.,  Esq., 
who  is  in  the  process  of  "selling  the  premises  for 
the  highest  possible  price." 

Selectmen  agreed  to  keep  on  top  of  the 
situation  and  find  out  if  indeed  the  property  is 
in  violation  of  said  act. 

Chairman  Brown  read  a  letter  from 
Kopelman  and  Paige,  P.C.  regarding  public 

gorayer  at  graduations  and  town  meetings. 
According  to  the  letter,  Mr.  Brown  said  that 
prayer  at  graduations  is  "not  permissible"  since 
students  will  often  cave  in  to  peer  pressure  and 
not  follow  their  conscience,  whereas  prayer  at  a 
town  meeting  is  "okay,"  because  those  who  do 
not  agree  can  ignore  it  or  leave  the  room. 

When  asked  by  Mr.  Covas  if  Chairman 
Brown  would  be  leading  the  group  in  prayer 
every  week,  Mr.  Brown  said  "this  applies  to 
town  meetings,  not  board  of  selectmen 
meetings." 

The  board  received  another  request  from 
Ernest  Cote,  manager  of  Olde  Ruggles  Inn,  Inc. 
for  an  extension  of  regular  business  hours  to 
12:00  midnight  for  August  12  and  August  14. 
After  some  lengthy  discussion  on  the 

flatter  —  during  which  the  objections  of  a 
neighbor  were  mentioned  from  last  week's 
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meeting  —  Michael  Forand,  the  town  Wiring 
Inspector  who  was  present  at  the  meeting, 
brought  up  a  recent  inspection  of  the  premises 
during  which  he  and  Building  Inspector  Robert 
C.  Francis  noted  fifteen  safety  violations. 

"The  Olde  Ruggles  Inn  is  running 
essentially  on  extension  cords,"  Mr.  Forand 
said.  "The  cords  are  so  bad  that  when  you 
unplug  them,  they  stay  in  the  shape  they  were 
when  plugged  in." 

Mr.  Forand  noted  violations  including  a 
"dumb-waiter  cord  exposed,"  "cash  register 
outlet  overloaded,"  and  "exposed  (exterior) 
cable  to  sign." 

With  this  additional  information, 
Selectman  Roy  strongly  urged  that  the  request 
be  denied.

Jrown  said.  "This  defacement  of  town  property 


is  a  direct  violation  of  the  Massachusetts 
General  Laws  and  the  town  will  prosecute  and 
charge  those  responsible  with  the  replacement 
of  the  signs." 

The  stickers,  when  removed,  peel  off 
both  the  paint  and  protective  coating  from  the 
various  signs  that  have  been  vandalized 
including  "ONE  WAY"  and  "STOP."

Friends  Meeting  House 
Meetinghouse  to  Museum 

A  tin  document  box  marked  "Long  Plain 
Preparative  Meeting,"  a  rare  1774  History  of  the 
Quakers,  and  a  brass  shoe  buckle  found  in  the 
graveyard  and  dating  from  the  Revolution  are 
among  the  first  artifacts  in  the  incipient  Quaker 
Museum,  now  being  set  up  at  the  Long  Plain 
Friends  Meetinghouse,  1341  Main  Street, 
Acushnet. 

Other  items  include  the  entire  452- 
volume  First  Day  School  library,  mostly  dating 
from  1870  - 1895,  an  1880  Bible  and 
photographs  illustrating  the  history  of  the 
building. 

Still  a  long  way  from  being  considered  a 
full-fledged  museum,  the  Friends  of  the  Friends 
Meetinghouse  are  looking  for  donations  (or

Known  locally  to  old-timers  as  "the 
Quaker  Church,"  the  Meetinghouse,  virtually 
abandoned  for  the  last  25  years,  has  taken  on  a 
|  new  life.  Almost  completely  restored,  and 
rededicated  as  a  historical  landmark  in  October 
1991,  it  is  now  open  to  the  public  every 
Saturday  and  Sunday  afternoon  —  1:00  to  4:00 
pm  —  of  the  summer  through  the  weekend  of 
the  Acushnet  Apple-Peach  Festival,  Saturday 
and  Sunday,  September  12  and  13.  Hours 
during  the  Festival  are  10:00  am  to  4:00  pm. 

Opened  in  1759  as  a  Quaker  house  of 
worship,  the  venerable  building  survived  the 
American  Revolution,  and  all  of  America's  wars 
to  the  present  day.  Following  its  pacifist  tenets, 
it  sent  almost  none  of  its  sons  to  fight,  but 
instead  served  the  country  in  peaceful  pursuits 
of  public  service  both  at  home  and  abroad. 

By  1965,  there  were  almost  no  Quakers 
left  in  the  area  and  the  old  Meetinghouse  no 
longer  rang  to  the  traditional  Quaker  "silent 
service"  every  Sunday. 

Twenty  years  later,  a  group  of  Acushnet 
residents,  concerned  at  the  rapid  deterioration 
of  the  town's  foremost  historical  treasure, 
arranged  to  have  the  property  transferred  to  the 
town,  which  undertook  to  restore  and  maintain 
it. 

Now  listed  on  the  National  Register  of 
Historic  Places  (it  is  the  oldest  Quaker 
Meetinghouse  in  the  area)  and  with  the 
combined  efforts  of  the  Acushnet  Historical 
Commission,  the  Acushnet  Historical  Society 
and  the  Friends  of  the  Friends  Meetinghouse, 
principal  restoration  is  complete,  although  a 
number  of  minor  projects  still  remain  to  be 
done. 

A  forthcoming  project  will  be  the 
restoration  of  the  old  wood  shed/ two-holer.  A 
shingling  party  is  being  planned  for  the  fall, 
with  all  the  work  to  be  done  by  volunteers. 

The  Friends  of  the  Friends  Meetinghouse 
support  the  effort  by  holding  fundraisers, 
providing  the  annual  Carol  Sing  series  and 
Music  at  the  Meetinghouse.
